Mushy's Complex 
Seeks Transfer of 
Video License

Video games may soon replace the diner at Mushy's 
Complex at 368 Main Street and offer what owner and 
operator Frank Grasso considers "a healthy third leg to 
a sports and amusement center " 

Needs Council Approval 

Plans for conversion are in preliminary stages, pen¬ 
ding an inspection by Building Inspector Joseph Conte 
and Town Council approval to transfer the video game 
license formerly held by ''The Family Game Room' at 
the South End Bridge Circle. 

Grasso expects to include a snack bar, a drive-up ser¬ 
vice for ice cream, and several coin operated rides for 
small children as well as the video games 

Grasso's complex, consisting of a miniature golf 
course and batting cage, has long been a favorite spot 
for passersby and townspeople during the warm 
weather months. 

Grasso cited increased use of his batting cage and 
miniature golf course facilities as cause to curb his 
restaurant service and use the building to house 12 to 
15 video games. 

"I think the additions will round out the entertain 
ment services we already offer and broaden our ap¬ 
peal,'' said Grasso 

Grasso held ''Showbiz Pizza Palace.'' an entertain¬ 
ment chain heavily franchised throughout the 
southeastern states, as an example of what he wishes 
to pursue. 

''I don't have the space or financing to take a fran¬ 
chise, but I've seen their operations and I'm verv im¬ 
pressed," noted Grasso. "Even though it won't be a 
franchise, it will require a $25,000 investment. I hG"s

an investment I don't take lightly. I'll make certain it s 
a clean, well-run operation," Grosso declared. 

Last year the town was plagued by several problems 
with local video game rooms which resulted the 
revocation and ultimate closing of an arcade in 
Feeding Hills Center after numerous problems arose 
with youths. 

Asked whether he would pursue the license in light 
of past area failures and problems, Grasso responded, 
"I've catered to the youth market for five years without 
any problems with police and I don't plan on having 
problems now." 

Grasso went on to say, "Anyone who can't keep 
order in a game room doesn't deserve to have a 
license." Grasso said he would be willing to enter into 
a performance agreement with the town prior to receiv¬ 
ing the license. 

Studying Special Permit 

The council is currently creating a special permit or¬ 
dinance which places other town regulations in excess 
of zoning laws over certain businesses. 

"I'd be glad to sit down with our councilors to ad¬ 
dress whatever restrictions they feel would aid in 
operating a good game room," Grasso concluded. 

While councilors refrained from speaking on the 
record until a concrete proposal was before them, 
several contacted indicated the site would be suitable 
for Grasso's proposal 

Noted among the benefits of the site was the lack of 
abutting residential and retail property, removed from 
schools and church areas, and easy access with ample 
parking 

Councilors contacted seemed to view the site as be¬ 
ing unlikely to lend itself to loitering, which has been 
the crux of many problems with other arcades.

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School Dept. In 
Review Of 1982 

By Joanne Brown 

The year 1982 will be remembered as progressive 
and relatively peaceful for the Agawam School Depart¬ 
ment, unscarred by much of the controversy associated 
with the three years preceding the appointment of 
James Bruno, Jr. as superintendent. 

Contract Dissension 

There was heavy dissension, however, throughout 
the negotiation of a new contract for the town's 
300 plus teachers, a pact reached after ten months of 
bargaining which eventually necessitated the services 
of a professional mediator 

Working under terms of the old contract which ex 
pired on August 31 st teachers circulated petitions and 
staged informational picketing and candlelight vigils 
to call attention to stalled bargaining Just prior to the 
end of the year, members of the School Committee and 
of the Agawam Education Association agreed to a new 
two year contract which granted both administrators 
and teachers 6 3 4% raises and spelled out teacher 
working conditions more specifically than had 
previously been done 

Three new School Committee members Donald 
Charest, Bernadette Conte, and Raymond SaraCino 
were sworn in to office lost January, and Mrs 
Rosemary Sandlin was elected chairman of that board 

A new policy setting aside fifteen minutes prior to 
each regular meeting for citizens to address the School 
Committee on policy-related matters went into effect in 
March 

Superintendent of Schools James Bruno announced 
that an overall average of 92% of Agawam's 2nd, 4th, 
and 8th graders passed testing for minimum competen¬ 
cy in reading, math, and writing. He noted that 
remediation was being provided for those who did not 
pass and that a listening portion to the state-mandated 
testing program would be included in the spring of 
1983. 

Many Program Expansions 

A new department of computer science was created 
to encompass expanded studies in this area at all three 
secondary schools. Advanced placement courses in 
English, biology, and United States history were of 
fered at Agawam High for the second year, and results 
from students taking year-end tests were lauded by top 
administrators.

The most important ingredient of this, and^successive 
visits, is your acceptance of your friend's feelings, 
whatever they might be. 

Remember your friend on weekends, holidays ana 
special family times. These occasions are often painful 
and full of memories for the bereaved individual, invite 
him or her to join you on an outing, for a movie, or just 
a quiet evening visiting or watching television. At first 
you may get a lot of refusals. Your friend may not feel 
up to socializing, and it's important not to be insistent 
at this time. Just try to understand and offer again 

later. . 

Over a period of months, your friend will start mak¬ 
ing some plans for his or her new life, and will feel like 
socializing and getting back into the mainstream of 
life. And when this happens, you'll realize how much 
your presence and caring has meant to your friend, and 
how valuable it has been to simply keep the channels 
of communication open. That's the real value of what 
you can do, when there's apparently nothing to do.

FIRE-WISE 

By Russell Jenks 
Acting Fire Chief 


"If something bad happens, come straight to Mom¬ 
my or Daddy and we'll make it better." Ch.ldren learn 
this advice very young; but when the "something bad 
is fire, advice like this can be a prescription for tragedy. 

Sometimes children must act first and look for he p 
afterward. Fortunately,, it's easy to teach a young child 
how to save his own life from two common fire 
emergencies: clothing fires and fire in the home. 

When clothing catches fire, a child's instinct is to 
run for help. But running fans the flames. And since 
fire burns up, staying upright endangers the face and 
eyes. Don't bother teaching that to a child! But a child 
of three can enjoy learning a life-saving game: Stop, 
Drop and Roll. Teach the child that if his clothing cat¬ 
ches fire, he should stop where he is, drop to the 
ground, and roll back and forth until the fire is out. 

Start teaching Stop, Drop and Roll by performing the 
technique with the child. Emphasize that if clothes 
catch fire the child must Stop, Drop and Roll before 
calling for help or doing anything else. Since young at¬ 
tention spans are short, teach with frequent sessions - 
perhaps once or twice a day - and keep each session 
under ten minutes. 

Once the behavior is learned, reinforce it with tre- 
quent "pop quizzes" at various times and places. Ask 
your child, "What would you do if your clothes caught 
fire?" and watch the little one go. Those acrobatics 
could save a young life. 

Another game can teach tots how to escape from 
house fires. It's called "Stay Low and Go" Since smoke 
and toxic gases rise, leaving the best air at the floor, 
this game teaches children to roll out of bed, crawl out 
of the house, and wait at a specified point outside 
when the smoke detector sounds. (If you still don't own 
a smoke detector, put down this newspaper and go out 
and buy one. Now!) 

Explain that the rest of the family will hear the 
smoke detector and "stay low and go" themselves, so 
the child should concentrate on simply getting out. 
This exercise, too, should be taught with frequent, 
short sessions and a schedule of drills. Make sure to set I 
off the smoke detector at least once, using the test but¬ 
ton, so the child will know what it sounds like. 

By age five, the child is ready to learn advanced 
escape techniques: feeling the bedroom door and ex¬ 
iting through the window if the door feels hot. Now is 
the time to install escape ladders on second-story win¬ 
dows and hold regular home fire escape drills, if you 
aren't already. 

No child should wait until school to learn fire safety 
techniques. It's easy and fun to teach kids to save their 
own lives, so start today!

Quilt Market 1982 


Every year, I look forward to going to Houston, 
Texas and attending the Quilt Market and Festival. 
This is the biggest quilting event in the country and 
well worth the trip. The Market is open to teachers and 
quilt shop owners only. I took classes by Bob Mersel on 
Business Management all geared specifically to quilt 
shops. I really enjoyed a class in Time Management, 
how to set priorities, use my precious time more effi¬ 
ciently. As with almost all quilters, there never seems 
to be enough hours in a day (or maybe there are just 
too many quilts I want, to make!) 

During the market, wholesalers sell their wares. All 
the new books, patterns, fabric, notions and new 
techniques are there for everyone to see. It was like be¬ 
ing a child let loose in a candy store! From the market, 
you can get an idea of the trends in quilting for the next 
year that you'll be seeing a lot of. 

Reverse trapunto will be popular especially in spring 
clothing. Using batiste in pastel colors, you can make 
lovely dresses, skirst and blouses. You quilt a design 
on the yoke or around the edge of the skirt or cuffs on a 
blouse. Then bright colored yarn is inserted. The color 
comes through the batiste giving a soft, muted look. 

Also, very big at the market was fabric stenciling. 
Usually California and the Mid-West are ahead of us. 
However, since stenciling is an old New England art,

we have the jump on everyone else. We are also very 
lucky to have one of the best fabric stencil teachers 
teaching at the Piecemakers Quilt Shop. Gladys Grace 
has been stenciling for over 18 years and is currently 
giving classes at the Mark Twain House in Hartford, 
Conn. She lives in East Killingly, Connecticut in a 
beautiful 1700's home, where stenciling and quilting 
intermingle to make you feel like you've gone back in 
time. One of the nice things about fabric stenciling is 
that it's fast, easy and when combined with quilting, is 
exquisite. Gladys will be teaching classes at the shop 
in fabric stenciling and wall stenciling. Come and join 
us for a very exciting day! 

As always, one of the highlights of the Market is the 
fashion show sponsored by Fairfield Processing Com¬ 
pany and Concord Fabrics. It was fantastic! Every year 
it gets better and better. The Kaleidostar Fashion Show 
featured work from Virginia Avery, Cheryl Greider 
Bradkin, Marinder Brown, Jean Wells and many others 
(a total of 51 quilters). The workmanship was excellent 
and many of us felt that 5th Avenue could not have 
done better. I have purchased the slides of the fashion 
show and am looking forward to sharing them with you 
in early 1983. 

There were so many classes offered, it was hard to 
choose. You want to learn and experience as much as 
you can. It was a busy six days; I met so many quilters 
from all over the country and even from Alaska and 
Paris! I'm already looking forward to next year!

'Echoes' Of 9th Grade 

By Joanne Brown 

i he year 1982 is over but for those students in the 
ninth grade at Agawam Junior High School, the year 
wiil always hold a special place in their memories. To 
help preserve these memories, seventeen class 
members meet twice a week to compile a yearbook to 
be treasured for years to come 

Students who are interested in taking the half-year 
class sign up in the spring of eighth grade and are then 
selected on the basis of teachers' recommendations. 
Ability to work cooperatively and to carry out respon¬ 
sibilities are weighed heavily in choosing class 
members. 

Mrs. Judi Lech, yearbook teacher, points out that 
students actually "mock up" a yearbook in class. 

They decide what's to be included and how much 
space each part will get, and then they fashion the 
layout for each page," Mrs. Lech explains. 

"The class gives students a true sense of respon¬ 
sibility for a final product that's an important part of 
the junior high school experience," she'continues 
"The kids look forward to their yearbook, and if it 
should turn out poorly, there would be a lot of criticism 
voiced " 

Contests Sponsored 

In addition to actually laying out the pages, class 
members conduct two contests associated with the 
yearbook. The first is a contest in which ninth graders 
are asked to design a yearbook cover based on the 
traditional Agawam Indian motif. This year's winner 
was Cindy Labonte, whose drawing reflects the name 

Echoes within a brown-and-orange portrayal of an 
Indian-and-mountain scene. 

The second contest is divided between the eighth 
and the ninth grades. Students in both grades are ask¬ 
ed to compose poems, with the eighth graders to write 
on the theme of how it feels to enter Agawam Junior 
High and the ninth graders on their experiences while 
at the school and feelings upon leaving it. This year's 
winners were Amy Golemo for the eighth graders and 
Cathy Landry for the ninth graders. 

In addition to printing the winning entries, yearbook 
class members decided to award each of the three con¬ 
test winners free yearbooks. 

Yearbook class members also organize the annual 
"ballot box" competition, this year called the People's 
Choice. Ninth graders are asked to nominate 
classmates for each of seventeen categories which 
range from Most Likely To Succeed to Best Dressed 
and Preppie. Winners are chosen from the top three 
vote-getters. 

A particularly notable award instituted last year is 
the prestigious Principal's Award granted to the ninth 
grader who typifies many high ideals. Though other 
winners have already been announced, this 
individual's name is withheld until just prior to the final 
deadline in March to enhance the surprise and the 
honor accorded to whoever wins. 

Sales Campaign Also Conducted 

A major portion of the class includes the students' 
arranging a sales campaign for the yearbook as a $5 
fee has to be asked for each book to cover the costs of 
photography and printing. Yearbook class members 
kick off their sales drive with a school-wide assembly, 
and then they assume responsibility for keeping close 
track of accounts throughout the promotion. 

"Homeroom teachers are very cooperative in collec¬ 
ting money from yearbook sales, but it's the students in 
the class who do the necessary accounting," Mrs. Lech 
notes, adding that approximately 75% of ninth graders 
purchase the book. 

Though the class only runs for the first half of the 
year, Mrs. Lech has much additional work she must do 
within the allotted time after her students have moved 
on to other courses or to study hall. 

Having taken over duties as yearbook teacher from 
Mrs. Priscilla Andrews, who had supervised this work 
from 1973 to 1980, Mrs Lech is quick to point out that 
having students in a class atmosphere is very helpful. 

"Mrs. Andrews did the yearbook some years within a 
classroom setting and at other times as an extra¬ 
curricular activity," she says, "but I really don't know 
where she found the time to do it outside of class " 

Much of the candid photography as well as that of 
sports teams, special events and make-up pictures of 
students and staff falls upon Mrs Lech She must also 
do all of the typing required for the book in addition to 
proof-reading all copy 

Individual pictures of students are taken by a profes¬ 
sional studio, and the yearbook company, Josten's 
American Yearbook Company from Minnesota, sends 
a photographer to take staff pictures and some can- 
dids. 

in spite of all the additional work, Mrs Lech enjoys 
teaching this class particularly. It really helps when 
the students are as cooperative and ready to help as 
these are mis year," she says.

David Breneman, senior fellow at Brookings' In¬ 
stitute, predicts that college enrollment will decline 
about 15% by the mid-1990's.

The locals trailed from the opening whistle, as the 
hot shooting Terriers broke off to leads of 8-0 and 14-2, 
but bounced back with a vengeance in the latter half of 
the first period.

Frustration marked the holiday season for Tomkiel's 
boys, as they were smashed by Cathedral 49-3, along 
with placing a rather disappointing fifth at the Granby 
Christmas Tournament. 

In the Cathedral meet the Brownies were snakebitten 
by a series of one point losses suffered by Frank 
Cavallo, Tony Bryant, Jay Frosco, and Brian Tetreault, 
giving the Panthers an insurmountable bulge.

Shotgunners finished up the gun season with a tally 
of 3,230 deer harvested. According to the Division of 
Fisheries and Wildlife, the figure represents the second 
highest deer kill since records of kills were established. 
Sounds great, but to this writer, it is very misleading. 

i o start off with the Division wanted a nine-day 
season and established it The biologist predicted a 
6,000 deer kill because with the additional days of hun¬ 
ting they allowed two deer to be taken by the license 
hunter. 

At the hearing in West Springfield, the Division 
predicted that the hunting pressure would be increased 
from 185,000 hunters to over 200,000. 

Last but not least, the season was set a week in ad¬ 
vance. The theory behind this move was that more 
hunters would take advantage of the warm weather in¬ 
stead of staying home and possibly picking a couple of 
days to hunt under cold weather conditions’. 


After all this planning, the kill was 25 percent down 
from the previous year and 50 percent down from the 
prediction of the biologist. Assistant Director for 
Wildlife Chester McCord says, "There is no concern for 
alarm. Deer sign are plentiful and the indications are 
that hunters simply did not connect with the deer." 

Deer sign can be very misleading! Deer have an 
average of 12 bowel movements per day. With four 
deer in an area, this amounts to 48 per day You hit a 
swamp where three or four deer have been spending 
two or three days and the sign is mind-boggling. 

A fellow could make the remark at a local restaurant 
that there must be twenty deer in that swamp because 
of the deer sign he saw. A couple of days later, a friend 
could say. "So and so saw twenty deer down in the 
swamp." This is how rumors without fact get started. 

Deer sign is there; the question is how many deer are 
there. I'm afraid that the biologist are taking for fact 
remarks that are similar to the one made above.
